no errors, done nothing amiss. and is in no 
respect answerable for this sad change in 
your affairs, this state of general calami- 
ty ; that Mr, Jefferson and his republican 
friends bave wisely thought fit to give 
way to those orders and decrees, and to 
lay allour commerce under these severe 
restraints, by EMBARGO. NON-IN- 
PERCOUORSE, and the like; and that 
all this 1s wise and prudent, ne doubt ; 
for that Messrs. Jefierson, Madison, Gal- 
latin and others, are the peoples friends, 
and ought not to be suspected of doing 
wrong. So much forthe canse of your 
sufferings ; and as for the remedy, they 
tell you that you must seek for in a con- 
ttnuation of implicit confidence in your 
present rulers, in endeavoring to be easy 
and contented under your burthens, in 
giving up the use of many comforis of 
life, in hoping for the best, and waiting 
events in Europe. Electors! can you 
give credit to such pretensions?

Com- 
mon sense must teach you, that as sure 
as we are a great, independent and flour- 
ishing commercial nation, so sure it is, 
that no two lo.eign governments can pos- 
sibly destroy our commerce, unless our 
own government consents.

These restraints have op- 
srated to prevent almost all trade; or, in 
other words, they have answered the end 


on their darling embargo under another 
name, and stil] to keep up a shew of re- 
lieving you from your late burthens. 
This is the real source of your difficulties. 
A great and harrassing restraint on trace, 
prevents the sale of your surplus produce, 


Ic can no more be carried abroad, and rich 
returns made to you in muney and goods. 
li lies on your hands or is sold for a tmfle. 
All this is owing tw the non-intercourse 
law— That fatal act, pretending to knock 
oil the old shackels, has rivetted fetters 
of iron on our trade and industry ; it has 
disappointed the farmer's hopes. Lest 
winter, for a short period, the price of 
some articles took a rise, and some of 
you got toleranle prices: But how hup- 
pened this? It was enurely owing to cer- 
tain favorable appearances in Congress. | 
The party for taking off the embargo in- 
creased 1m strength ; and it was suppo- 
Sed that there was a majority for repealing 
it altogether. But how sadly were we all 
disappointed ! Vhe non-intercourse party 
got the upper hand, and those opposed to 
the embargo were forced to give way. 
The enemies of trade were compleatly 
triumphant: They triumphed not only 
once but twice, when they fixed their non 
intercourse upon you. For it is notorious 
that the non-iatercourse party is the 
WAR-PARTY in this country. The 
non-!ntercourse is one step Rearer to war, 
and that party gained a great point by 
this bold stroke of policy. For a sbort

required, have deterred merchants, in a 
great measure, from sending out their 
vessels. They have found it hard to pro- 
cure sureties to such an enormous amount : 
none but wealthy men can undertak: to 
trade under such burthens. 

It is not only the restric- 
tions and heavy burthens laid upon trade 
that you are to consider; itis the arbitra- 
ry conduct of government and their rev- 
enue officers that must affect and alar:.: ev- 
ery one that has a heart to feel and jiber- 
ty to defend. You respect the laws of the 
land, and you would support them, though 
they were bad and bear hard upon you.— 
But a Non-Intercourse law, is contrary to 
nature, itis Not a restraint upon the bad, 
but a restraint upon the whole com muni- 
ty; it is necessarily full ot defects and 
imperfections— And how isit to be execu- 
ted? How are these defects to be suppli- 
ed?) We answer with pain, by secret in 
structions aod arbitrary orders of the Pres- 
ident and his Secretary. By them the 
Collectors are furnished with arbitrary 
powers to stop and seize upon suspicion. 
The law isno protection, The micas- 
ures of government ure carricd into effect 
not by law and the rules of justice, but by 
the mere will and pleasure of a revenuc 
officer, the agent of the Executive. Ev. 
ery Collector becomes a master, and ev- 
ery Merchant a slave. Vhus are al! 
those engaged in trade vexed and harass. d 
in their business: Thusis trade itself dis- 
couraged.-—Ameng many instances of ar- 
bitrary vexalion, we Will single cut one 
that has happened very Istcly.

Each 
share in July, 1808, would have amount- 
ed to dolls. 223 25 cents ; and each son 
being entitled to 5 shares, his proportion 
of the estate would have amounted to 1116 
collars and 25 cents, But by the certifi- 
cate of Major Porter, it appears that Col 
Comstock settled with one of the sons in 
July last, who was entitled te five shares, 
for only 258 dollars and 45 cents.

It may be enquired, how has this faith- 
ful Guardian of Orfitan Children effected 
this?

Deacon Carpenter, in his life time, 
made a contract with Seth C. Baldwin, 
Esq. for the purchase of the before men- 
tioned farm; built a honse and barn, and 
made large improvements on the land. — 
But at the time of his death, had not paid 
the purchase money, nor received a deed 
for the land. Col. Comstock was appoint- 
ed one of the Executors of the Deacon, and 
took upon himself the management of the 
estate, and the protection of the orphan 
children. —Some time after the Deacon’s 
death, Cole Comstock gave his bond to 
Mr. Baldwin for the balance of the pur- 
chase money, and took a deed of the land 
in his own name, for the express purpose; 
as he then said, of conveying to the heirs 
their portions as they come of age. 

We now ask, how has Colonel Com- 
stock performed his sacred, his solemn 
trust? Not by conveying it to the friend- 
less and fatherless children of his decea- 
sed fricnd, who in his dying moments re- 
commended them to his care and guar- 
dianship !—but to his own child, to his 
own son JOHN, who is at this mement 
enjoying it, to the exclusion of those 
whom it might have made comfortable 
and happy! 

Does the mere sound of republicanism, 
cover such 4 multitude of evils. that you 
will Elect for a Guardian of your rights, 
the known oppressor ef the poor and the 
fatherless? We trust not. We yet hope 
a bare political appellation, is not sufficient 
to smother truth, justice, and the orphan’s 
right.

MR. OAKLEY. 


The British messenger is arrived, said 
the merchant—and what then ? Then the 
embargo and non-intercourse, will be ta- 
ken off. If so you had better speculate on 
American preduce? That’s what I’m a- 
bout. Much good may it do you, said a 
prudent man, who turned on his heel and 
walked away. 

I conceive it tobe my duty to say so 
much of what F think on this subject, as 
may answer these two questions ; Whet 
are the -propositions to be made? and 
how will they be received / 

That I may not be supposed to speak 
rashly, it is proper to take a little retro- 
spect: A course which is, indeed, ren- 
dered necessary, by the bold and artful 
misrepresentations, which the deiocrats 
already begin to circulate, respecting e- 
vents, which they hope their readers have 
almost forgot. 

Every one knows, that en the 8th No- 
vember, 1808, a certain Mr. Thomes 
Jefferson, sent a message to both houses 
of congress, in which are these words: 
* To Great-Britain, whose power on the 
“ ocean is so ascendant, it was deemed 
“ not inconsistent with that condition, to 
“ state explicitly that on her rescinding 
“her orders in relation to the United 
“ States, their trade would be opened with 
“ her and remain shut to her enemy, in 
* case of his failure to rescind his decrees 
“ also.” Would nota manof pluin sense 
and integiity suppose, from these expres- 
sions, that a specific proposition to that 
effect had been made, or at least that such 
proposition had been transmitted to the 

American minister, at the British court, 
with orders to make it? Nothing is fur- 
ther from the truth. And, by the way, 
nothing more fully demonstrates, the con- 
fidence of this samic Mr. Jefferson in the 
blind obedience of his adherents, and his 








contempt for their anderstanding, than 


this clause of the message, and the docu- 
ments relating to that object, by which it 
Was accompuanied.-—Among them, we 
find part of a letter from Mr. Secretary 
Madison of the 30th April, |808, to Mr. 
Pinckney, he says“ in order to entitle 
“ the British government to a discontinu- 
“ ance of the embargo, as it applies to 
“ Great-Britiin, it is evident that all its 
* decrees, as well those of January, 1807, 
“as of November, 1807, ought to be 
“ rescinded, 4s they apply to the United 
“ States. Should the British government 
“‘ take this course, you may authorise an 
“* expectation, that the president will with- 
“in a reasonable time, give effect to the 
** authority vested in him on the subject 
“ of the embargo laws.” These extracts 
do not contain, precisely, a contradiction 
interms. According to the message it 
was deemed not inconsistent with the 
British naval powers to state explicitly, 
&c. It may nevertheless be contended, 
that although it was not inconsistent, it 
was not convenient to make a specific 
proposition. It seems that Mr. Pinkney, 
previous to the receipt of his instructions, 
had, in conversations with Mr. Canning, 
taken pains to authorise that same expec- 
tation, and on the 22d of July with the 
instructions in his pocket, which had 
reached him two days before, again at- 
tempted (in conversation) to obtain a re- 
peal of the obnoxious orders; by autho- 
rising the same expectation. He thought 

he had made an impression on the British 
secretary of state, and returned to the 
charge a week after. But it appears 
from letters which passed between those 
gentlemen, and which the same Mr. 
Thomas Jefferson discreetly concealed, 
that Mr. Canning had learnt a lesson of 
prucence. He was taught by sad expe- 
rience, that his conversations with the A- 
merican minister, were misrepresented to 

the American people.for the purpose of ex- 
citing a hostile spirit. After expostula- 

ting with Mr. Pinkney on that disingen- 

uous conduct, he desired him to state his 

proposals in writing. 

This puzzled Mr. Pinkney exceedingly. 
So long as he had only to talk, and could 
represent his own talk to his own govern- 
ment, in his own way, his diplomacy had 
do difficulty ; for he could say and unsay 
at pleasure, and try all sorts of projects to 
raise the aforesaid expectation ; without 
making any plain offer, much less any 
specilic engagement. But when it be- 
came necessary to write on a subject, re- 
specting which, although not authorized to 
stipulate any thing, he had (as appears 
from his letter, so discreetly concealed) 
already talked a great deal in the style of 
“one having authority,” it was not easy 
to palliate the perfidious course which had 
been pursued. [t was not therefore until 
after the lapse of near a month (on the 26th 
of Aug.) that he delivered his written pro- 
posal. According to his own story, he at 
“6 first framed a note of great length” which 
he “ tho’t it prudent to abandon” because 
it held out too many “ invitations to un- 
profitable discussion.” That is to say, he 
was so hampered by his loose talk, that, 
when he came to put it in writing, he 
could not get along without either contru- 
dicting himself or breaking his orders. — 
He resolved therefore on making a short 
communication ; and we find the result of 
his diplomatic toil in the following clause : 
‘*T have the honor to state to you, sir, 
“ that it was the intention of the Presi- 
“ dent, in case Great Britain revoked her 
“ orders, &c. to exercise the power vested 
“ in him by suspending the Embargo law 
‘“‘ and its supplements as regards Great 
“ Britain.” Having thus, as he supposed, 
got over the great difficulty of saying a 
solemn something whick amounted to 
nothing, he goes off in a fine style, with 
“Tam authorized to give you this assu- 


“ trust that, upon impartial enquiry, it will 
“ be found to leave no inducement to per- 
‘* severance in the British Orders, while 


*‘ ments of equity and policy to abandon’ 
“them.” In good sooth a very powerful 

inducement. The formal assurance that 

it was the intention of the President !— 

And here let it be remarked, that Mr. 

Canning, had he been the most simple of 
all God's creatures, could not but suspect 

aman who (the misrepresented conver- 

sations outof question) had been so cager 

to talk, but when called on to write, re- 

mained silent four weeks, and then came 

out with such a lame epistie. Mr. Pink- 

ney could not be weak enough to suppose 

the British Administration woule found 

an important measure on so flimsy a thing 

as a forcign Minister’s assurance of whut 

had been his masters intention: but he 

presumed, and was got mistaken, that the 
most flimsy thing in nature would bea 
sufficient pretext to the slaves and pen- 
sioners of France for deciaim ny against 
her enemy. 

This same Mr. Thomas Jefferson, in 
that same Message, and with the same 
contempt for his tools, goes on to say, 
“* The favorable reception of the propos:- 
“tion to Great-Britain was the less to be 
“doubted as her Orders of Council had 
“ not only been referred for their vindica- 
“tion to an acquiescence on the part of 
“the United States, no longer to be pre- 
“tended, but as the arrangement. propo- 
* sed whilst it resisted the illegal decrees 
“of France, involved moreover substan- 
“tially the precise advantages professec- 
“ly aimed at by the British Orders. The 
“ arrangement has nevertheless been re- 
* j.cted.” And pray good master Thom- 
as what arrangement? We have just 
seen that nothing was proposed by your 
Minister in London who, in fact, was not 
authorised by you to make any proposi- 
tion. You, indeed, tell us that an expl.-

It is also true that the British minister, 
disdaining to notice the frivolous, evasiye 
dialect of Mr. Pinkney's letter, took the 
matter up on higher eround. end contrast. 
ing Mr. Jefferson with himself, held up 
a mirror in which he miht see his own 
folly. To this effect Mr Canning says, 
“If, as it has generally been represented 
“by the Uniterl States, the Embargo is 
“only to be considcréd as an_ innocent, 
“ mynicipal regulation. which affects none 
* but the United States themselves, and 
“with which no foreign state has aty 
“concern, his majesty does not conceive 
“that he has the right or the pretension 
“to make any complaint of it; and he 
“has madenone. But, in this light, there 
“appears not only no reciprocity, but he 
“ assignable relation between the repeal 
“by the United States of a meusure of 
“voluntary scif restriction, and the sur- 
“ render by his majesty of his right of »- 
“taliation against his encmies.” This 
answer is complete as te every thing 
which looks like a proposition in Mr. 
Pinkney’s letter, taken in the greatest puse 
ible Jatitude. Bur it could have been no 
answer at all to the proposition which 
ought to have been made, and which we:

We b.- 
lieve, therefore, Mr Erskine is directsd 
to make the specific offer, that Britaia 
will annul her orders in council, if we will 
annul the offensive provisions we have 
made, (including Non-importation, Pr - 
clamation, Embargo and Non- ntercourse 
laws,) and oppose the unjust, unprovokid 
and insufferable oppressions, msults afd 
indignities of the French kempecror.

I an- 
swer, that, in my opinion, he will receive 
it coldly, and as long as possible avoid 
giving a pointed answer. in the mean 
time reports will be circulated to influence 
elections.

We have received a communication 
ender the signature of “ Freemen,” con- 
tradicting the subjoined false and villain- 
ous paragraph which appeared in the Re- 
gister of F riday last. But not having 
room for the whole communication, we 
have taken the liberty to compress it :-— 

The Register says— 

“ We are happy to mention that the ac- 
«counts from New-York are evincive of 
* the return of commerce and business to 
“that important place. Letters from 
“there state that Wheat, Lumier, and 
“ indeed every article of domestic produce 
“ is rapidly rising in price. The markets 
“ have become brisk and business lively. 
“The merchants are fitting out their 
“ vessels with ¢very possible dispatch.” 

Every word, every syllable (says our 
correspondent) is false beyond measure— 
and what renders it more base and detes- 
table is, that the writer knew it to be false, 
and intended to deceive the people—to 
deceive them, too, at atime when, of all 
others, they ought to have correct infor- 
mation.—The writer of that article knew, 
and the publisher knew also, that there ° 
was not the least prospect of an alleviation 
of our distresses, until our state adminis- 
tration could be changed. 

It is true, (and the fuct ought to cover 
the democrats with confusion.) that pro- 
duce did rise in consequence of the rumor 
that the embargo was to be removed. 
The merchants were encouraged to pur- 
chase—they were deceived—and many of 
them have been ruined. Instead of a re- 
moval of the embargo—it Was called by 
a New name, and rendered so vague in its. 
provisions, as to put the whole commerce 
of the United States into the power of Al- 
bert Gallatin, whose constructions of the 
law have been as contradictory as they 
have been unjust and oppressive. The 
consequence of ail this is, that commerce 
and business are completely at a stand— 
there are no markets—the merchants 
dare not fit out their vessels—and produce 
Was never lower nor in less demand. 
The poor seamen, flattered and deceived 
like the merchants, flocked to the seaports,

Latest from Europe. 


Boston, April 13. 

Yesterday arrived at this port, the British ship 
Alexander, 20 days from Liverpool, bringing 
London papers to the 28th February, 10 days 
later than those by the Packet, arrived at New- 
York. Their contents, which are of considera- 
ble interest, will be found in the following suin- 
mary and extracts. 

Brest Ficet at Sea. 
Loxpon, Feb. 28. 

By a telegraphic order issued yesterday, ali the 
line of battle ships in the Downs were ordered 
to sail for Plymouth as soon as possible. On 
Saturday an order was received at Plymouth to 
send all the lire of batrle ships 1o sea direculy ; 
and yesterday the Cenraur, Alfred and St. Al. 
bans, sailed from Portsmouth to join Sir Richard 
Strachan off Rochefort, it being net improbable 
that the Brest fleet may be destined in the first 
instance to Rochefort, to get out the squadron 
lying in the bharbor—Bat we hope that Lord 
Gambier wil! be able to prevent their reaching 
any port, except a British one as prizes. 

There was not the least delay in communica- 
ting the intelligence of the sailing of the Brest 
Fleet to Lord Gambier. Three frigates were 
left off Brest at the time that the Fleet under 
Lord Gambier were obliged to relinquish their 
station and bear up for Torbay.—These frigates 
infermed Lord Gambier of the sailing of the 
fieet; they also spoke his majesty’s ship Nassau 
and the Cuffnells Indiaman, and gave them the 
information of the fleet having put to sea. 

No certaiw accounts have been received of the 
destination of thé enemy—Some suppose they 
are gone to Cadiz; we wish they may be, but 
we fear they will not be so unwise—Others con. 
jecture Toulon to be their destination—The 

est Indies are a more likely point than Tow- 


are gone to South America, and that they have 
on board the late King and Queen of Spain, and 
the Prince of Peace. 

The French quitting Spain. 

F:ench Papers were yesterday received, which 
were brought by some vessels, the master of 
which had either bribed, or eluded the vigilance 
of the Custom House Offcers in the French 
ports. 

Some private accounts state, that Joseph Bo- 
naparte, and the whole of the French troops ar 
Madrid, were preparing to depart from that city, 
Marshal Lannes having received positive orders 
from Napoleon to march the whole of the 
troops under his command back to France. 

We have observed, with pleasure,-one or two 
traits in the German Papers, which shew, that 
as soon as the French troops abandoned any 
spot, the ancient spirit manifests irse!f. 

Austria Rising. 

We begin to think that there is some truth in 
the accounts that have been received from vari- 
ous quarters of war having broken out, or being 
on the point of breaking out, between Austria 
and France. Indeed the disbelief with which 
the accounts have been held, has arisen, not from 
any conviction that the moment was unfavora- 
ble for so vigorous a step on the part of Austria, 
but from the recollection that she has let slip op- 
portunities of action almost if not quite as fa- 
vorable. But Cabinets are not altays to contin- 
ue impolitic or weak ; and it may be that Aus- 
tria had not, during the Prussitn war, sufficient. 
ly recovered or recruited: her military strength 
after the fatal battle of Avusterlitz, We under- 
stand, however, that her army is now complete 
and that there is besides a very large Hungarian 
levy, asacorps de reserve. Grown wiser too 
by dear bought experience, we may hope that 
she will not fall into the same errors which she 
commutted in the last war—that we shalj see no 
more Macks, and that an Aulic Council of war 
will no longer retard or paralize the military op- 
erations. Artthe present moment Bonaparte has 
no force °:. Germany capable of coping with 
Austria, and the latter could if she pleased ad. 
vance at once to the Khine. 

The French armies must be drawn from Spain 
and be made to travers: France, and the maga- 
zines on the Khine which were emptied to sup- 
ply the troops in Spain musc be completed be- 
fore Bonaparte could carry on the war with his 
whole force. The effect produced upon Spain 
by the renewal of hostilities in Germany, would 
be infinitely beneficial to the patriot cause. The 
Patriots would have time to raise .nd discipline 
men, to receive supplies of all kinds, to make 
depots, to choose positions and to cstatlisn a 
more intimate co-operation and concert thar 
they have yet been able to do. 

Government, we understand, have received ad- 
vices fromthe Continent, which satisfactorily 
account for Bonaparte’s sudden return to Paris. 
The following is, we believe, the substance of 
the inteil gence thus communicated. 

In Dec. last the Austrian Cabinet sent a con- 
fidential mission to St. Pet h, with a view 
of exposing to the Emperor Alexander the ex- 
travagant and dangerous ambi:ion of Bonaparte, 
the injustice of his conduct in Spain, and the ne- 
cessity be had im on the Cabinets of Rus- 
sia and Austria to unite for theig mutual protec- 
tion. The Emperor Francis, at the same time, 
made a frank communication of the measures 
he had adopted to meet the war which he des- 
paired of being able to avert, and he invited the 
Emperor Alexander to enter inte such arranRe- 
ments as might be necessary to a barrier 
to the overwhelming tyranny of France.
